BIG BLAZE AT BAILEY'S. 

_ susPiciovs CIRCUMSTANCES, 
As the result: of a disastrous fire 
- which broke out "in. suspicious cir- 
cumstances late last night W. S: 
Bailey’s shipyard at Tokawan,. Kow- 
loon, is“ now little ° ‘more than a 
* smonidering mass of ruins. Great 2s 
the blaze was, it would have been 
even more terrible. had the flames 
* reached the ail store, some little dis- 
tance apart from the other buildings, 


the only structure left standing. As {’ 
.  it«was the offices, stores, pattern 


shop, -mould lof, and other buildings 
were, all “gutted, together with two 
wooden. ships in the course of con- 
struction. on the slips. 


later. Mr. King, A.S.P., with the 
Kowhoon Brigade and No. 2° Engine 
arrived to find the shipyard in flames. 
The. Firefloat..ind the Hongko 
Brigade were immediately summoned, 
and in the meantime. every effort was 
made" ‘to. check the ever-growing 
flames, but with little success, for as 
the fremen attacked them in one 
_ Place they appeared to ‘spring up in 
‘} another. Fanned-by a north-easteriy 
. wind, the flames had. soon enveloped 
the whole yard with the exception ef 
“the oi. store. which’ fortunately 
escaped destruction. With the excep- 
tion of the office itself, all the build- 
ings were of wood and burned with 
great intensity. "In the small hours of 
this morning the walls and roof of the 
office and store fell in. . It was not 
until eight o'clock that the ‘flames 
were finally, got under contro!, and 
_ the main body: of firemen, exhausted 
. by their long and strenuous fight, were 
able to leave the yard in charge, of a 
few firemen who continued to 'play 
hoses on the smouldering ruins. 

A visit to the shipyard this morn- 
ing revealed a woeful.sight. All the 
buildings,- with the exception of the 
oil storeand. the fitting shop, were 
a mass of” ruins, while nothing 
but ashes ined of the two wooden 
ships under construction. Nothing 
- but the’ safe was saved from the office 
. and the damage, which has not yet 
been estimated in figures, is very 
extensive. 

’ The cause of the fire, which is said 
‘to have origingted i in the blacksmith’s 
_ Store, is ‘at present uncertain.

The firm of Sachs and Frank, 
spinners and weavers, of Nagdeburg, 
was restarted with raw material and 
coal supplied by an American 
firm. In’ New York a Hanseatic 
Corporation, substantially capitalised, 

: has been formed to co-operate with 
‘ the Hanseatic Syndicate of Hamburg 
in-financing German factories, main- 
ly those employed ia producing 
cotton geods.-,Kuhn, Loeb and Co. 
and Guggenheim and Co. have 
acquired shares in the well-known 
Allgemaine Elektrikstat, Gesellschaft 
of Berlin. Other United States 
money groups have become interest- 
ed in various German commercial 
undertakings. “Bat,” say’ the 
Germans, “such shares of this kind 
as we have made are so arranged 
that they do not give the , outside 
investors any control over our busi- 
pane” In some cases that may be
